his Perfdious Treachery. Nav, that the Miterable 
Wretch was deliver’d to che Tormentors, that be 
pa'sd thro’ a Temporal Death to a Death Erernal, 
this is what we are Expreffively inform’d of in the 
Oracles of Heaven. For St. Peter in his famous

His Son’s Con- 
queft, for which he Died, was no other rhana Pri- 
vate one, namely, in a Single Combat with Meti- 
us, Captain of the Tu/cu/ans. And therefore it was 
not the common good, bur his own honor (for Me. 
tius had Challeng’d him) thar encourag’d him to 
Ditobey thofe Commands, which his Father and 

ecius, the other Contul, had iffaed our with the 
Sancticn of Death to all Delinguents. Manlius 
was thus fevere to his Son (whom he applauded 
for his Courage at the fame time, rhat he com- 
manded hs Execution) both our of a Principle of 
Juttice, fcorming to be a Refpecter of Perfons « 
and withdefign withal to Derer his Soldiers from 
the hke Difobedience, which he fear’d might atthar 
time be of rhe laft confequence. In his Triumphant 
return to Rome he was met by none bur Old Meni, 
the Younger Sort rcienting his rigorous Trearmenr 
of his Son. 

Q. Whoich of the Twelve Cxfars was it, whofe fu. 
ture Greatne{s ws foretold, while there was no Prof- 
pect of bis Advancement to the Imperial Dignity 2 

A, Cicero (the famous Roman Orator ) did ina 
manner foreceil the Advancement of Ofavius (afe 
erwards Augufus) from the Prognoftication of a 
Dream. And this he did, while OGavius was as 
yer a Boy, and while his Uncie Fulius cou’d enter. 
tain no Fepectarion of obtaining the Dignity of 

Nong Emperor 











Einperor. Nay, had st been during the Uncle's 
Reign, ‘yet the Nephew cou'd conceive no extraor- 
dinary hopes, fince the moft Difcerning were of 
Opinion (and confequently Cicero) that Fulsus de- 
fign'd Brutus for his Succeffor. But yet it muft be 
own'd,thar whatever hopes Offavirs might conceive, 
they feem’d to be entirely blafted by the Affaffinati- 
on of his Uncle. And yer that very Affaifination 
prov’d the occafion of his after-Grandure, to which 
Cicero (tho’ an utter Enemy to Monarchy ) was 
extremcly {nftrumental, with Defign, rather to Op 
pofe his Adverfary Mark Antony, than to Advance 
Ofavius. Tho indeed from the very time of the 
foremention’d Dream he had a more than ordinary 
Affection tor him. 

As the Advancement of Auguftus was thus fore- 
told, fo Auguftus foretold the Advancement of ano- 
ther, namely, that of Galba’s. For he clapt him 
on the Back, and faid, Thou alfo fhalt Tajte of Em- 
pire. By which Expreffion he teems alfo to have 
foretold the thortnels of Galba’s Reign.For he reign d 
but feven Months and feven days, And thar at the 
times when 4n2n/2us poke the foremention'd words, 
there was no Pr {pect of Galba’s attaining to {o Su- 
preme a Station, is evident from hence, namely, in 
that Galla was no ways allied ro the Family of the 
Cfars, nor ever intended by Auguftus for his Suc- 
ceffor ; 2s a!fo in thar Four Emperors Interven d be- 
tween Him and Auguftus 5 viz. Tiberius, Caligula, 
Clavdius and Nero, 

W hen Caitgula ( who was the Fourth of the C.e- 
favs ) fill’'d Ve/pafian’s Bofom with Dirt in order to 
Diigrace him, Ve/pafian's Friends gave this turn to 
thar Difgracetul Treatment, namely, that, when 
the Common wealth thou'd be Infulted and Trodden 
under Foot, it fhou'd Fy to his Bofom for Prote&ion, 
And indeed Ve/pafian’s Attainment to the Imperial 
Purple prov'd the Reftoration of a Declining State. 
And yet there were Five Emperors between Caligu- 
la and Vefpafian ; viz. Claudius, Nero, Gatba, Otho 
and Vitclius. And this Vefpafian was of fomeana 
Parentage (tho’ of Eminent Worth) thar he was 
Below the Jealoufy of Nero, who otherwife wou'd 
never have venturd ro Employ himin the Jewith 
Wars. But the moft Memorable Occurrence was 
the famous Prediction of Fofephus concerning the 
Advancement of rhe fame Vefpafian, For when 7o- 
fephbus, who had defended Gotopota in Galilee with 
admirable Skill and Courage againft Vefpafian’s For- 
ces, was taken Prifoner and commanded to be {ent 
to Rome, he defir’d tobe admitted to Ve/pafian’s Pre- 
fence, where he Foretold him, that he fhou’d one 
day deliver him from his Captivity, butthou’d firft 
be Emperor. And no fooner was this Prediction 
Verifies than Ve/pafian recoliected it, gave Pub- 
lick Teftimony to his Valour and Conduét, and 
commanded his Chains, nor to be Unloos’d, as is 
ufually done, but to be broke afunder in Recom- 
pence for his Severe Confinement. 

. Wien was the Order of the Garter inftituted 2 

A. That Noble Order was inftiruted in the 
Reign of Edward III, and intended by that Prince 
for the Encouragement of Vertue and Heroic Bra- 
very in his Nobles. It has been in {uch wonderful 
Efteem abroad, thar Emperors, Kings and Princes 
of Foreign Parts have been Ambitious to Accept it.
